TOKYO—Aviation experts from Canada, Brit¬ 
ain and the U.S. were converging on Tokyo Satur¬ 
day night to sift through the wreckage of two jet 
airliners which crashed here within less than 24 
hours, taking a toll of 188 lives. 

Japanese had already launched preliminary 
investigations. 

And death still lingered over the scene of a 
Japanese airline crash in Tokyo Bay a month ago. 
A helicopter in the continuing search for bodies 
plunged into the bay Saturday, killing two of five 
crew members aboard. 

In the latest disaster, a British Boeing-707 jet 
carrying 124 persons—among them 90 Americans 
and one Canadian—broke up in the freakish air 
over Mount Fuji and fluttered like a leaf down to 
the mountain’s wooded slopes. There were no sur-

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Cause of Confusion 

F IT IS TRUE, as It Is maintained In many quarters, 
even from within the services themselves and on 
the floor of the House of Commons, that Canada's 
armed forces are suffering from a decline in morale 
and a general unrest which have resulted In wholesale 
retirement, refusal to re-enlist and a general weaken¬ 
ing of fighting efficiency, it would be wisdom to search 
out the causes. 

It is a matter, moreover, of utmost urgency. 

When Mr. Paul Hellyer, the minister of defence, 
introduced his policy of integration to the nation there 
was the widespread feeling that here was an amateur 
In military affairs undertaking an experiment not less 
than revolutionary and one from which more experi¬ 
enced leaders, in Canada and elsewhere, had shied 
away. 

But some of the critics did admit that it would 
be reasonable and economical to integrate certain 
branches of service: the pay and accounting, the den¬ 
tal and medical, the supply and transport branches, 
for example. These were adaptable arms. 

But there was a ham-handedness even In the inte¬ 
gration of the navy, army and air force chaplains. To 
this day tfieir situation remains highly confuamg. 

There no longer exists the office of Chaplain of 
the Fleet. There is some doubt that there remains the 
Ifeyal Canadian Corps of Chaplains, the army’s old 
establishment There is, however, a Director of Moral 
arid Religious Training* an office which is alternated 
between army, navy and air force chaplains. This in 
J self is confusing because, if Integration indeed exists 
1 this group, how can there be any differentiation? 

It has been suggested again and again that the 
f ration of the defence minister’s reforms, which seem 
t threaten the identity of the services, is one cause 
<t unrest in the armed forces. The combined opera¬ 
tional command, as built by Admiral Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, is one thing; an integrated operational 
command, a sort of mad motley, is something else 
again. 

1 It Is unwise to tear down a defence structure with¬ 
out having prepared in advance something in the way 
of adequate replacement. 

Probably Mr. Winch, a veteran member of the 
New Democratic Party, a man who distinguished him- 
*lf as loader of the CCF in the B.C. legislature years 
ago, put his finger on the chief cause of all the con¬ 
fusion when he said in the House of Commons: 

“The minister (Mr. Hellyer) does not ask the 
advice of the members pf that committee (the defence 
committee of the House of Commons). He does not 
lake us into his confidence, explain his problems and 
seek advice. Nine times out of ten on that committee 
we are faced with a fait accompli from the minister, 
and we are told what Is heing done. We are not asked 
for our advice as to what we think should be done . . . 

“Take the committee into your confidence," Mr. 
Winch urged the minister, "and get the viewpoint of 
the members . . . who are interested in national de¬ 
fence, interested in defence policy, interested in seeing 
lhat we make our best contribution to world peace 
and that we get the best return for every cent of the 
Canadian' dollars acquired by the department.”

Time for Review 

T HE RECENT WEEK-LONG adventures of Dr. 

Kwame Nkrumah, in which he found himself the 
deposed leader of the Republic of Ghana one day and 
the president of the neighboring republic the next, must 
certainly go down as one of history’s most extraordi¬ 
nary chapters. 

Despite the fact that Africa south of the Sahara 
Is rapidly becoming one of the major trouble spots in 
a problem-beset world, It is difficult to take some of 
the political upheavals in a number of the African 
republics too seriously. 

However, it would be very wrong for the Western 
nations to dismiss recent events too lightly. Rather 
would they be better advised to keep an even closer 
watch on the situation and adapt their diplomatic and 
economic attitudes accordingly. 

Indeed, perhaps the time has finally come when 
the Western world — including Canada—should give 
serious thought to revising its present policies toward 
the emergent nations of Africa. 

Certainly at this moment few African nations can 
claim anything near the responsibility generally 
accepted as the norm in most of the world today.

Mrs. Ustik, who lives with 
her husband at <50 McKenzie, 
has twice been refused Cana¬ 
dian citizenship. 

Why? The office at the 
minister of citizenship and 
immigration will not tell. So 
Mrs. Ustik applied lor a 
certificate of identity. This 
also was refused. 


Her husband is a Canadian 
citizen. So are her sons. 

The puzzling thing to the 
Us tiki is what blocked Mrs. 
Ustik’* applications.

Her son, Andy, says: “If 
they would only tell us. We 
don’t know why. Perhaps the 
reason is not true. We should 
have the opportunity of pre¬ 
senting our case.” 

On May 9. 1962, Mrs. Ustik 
made application for citizen¬ 
ship, and on Sept. 19 attended 
the hearing for citizenship at 
Victoria County Court. 

★ * * 

On Jan. 15, 1963, she was 
informed her application was 
denied, and no reason was 
given. 

Her youngest son, Adam, 
then wrote to various mem¬ 


bers of Parliament and to the 
then Conservative minister of 
immigration. Richard A. BeD, 
asking for toe reasons for the 
refusal. 

The reply was that toe 
matter had been decided by a 
former minister (Ellen Fair- 
cloughl, and the new minister 
had no discretion in the 
matter. Try again in two 
yean, the Ustiks were told. 

An application was then 
made tor a certificate of 
identity, so that Mrs. Ustik 
could travel to the United 
States before she got too old. 

This was refused. Mrs. 
Ustik was told the policy *was 
to issue certificates to people 
who were new In the country 
and were awaiting citizenship. 
Mrs. Ustik had been in 
Canada too long to qualify. 


Adam Ustik then ap¬ 
proached fellow rugby player 
and local lawyer George 
Jones for advice. 

Mr. Jones visited govern¬ 
ment departments in Ottawa.

Ottawa Won’t Bite 

i 

Into Dog Biscuits 


OTTAWA (CP) — Dog Ma¬ 
ori ta made the same way as 
biscuits for people, and from 
Just about the same ingredi¬ 
ents, have been exempted 
from consumption and sales 
taxes in a ruling by the tariff 
board. 

The board said Friday 
Nabisco Ltd, of Toronto 
“proved conclusively” its 
"mfle bone dog biscuits” are 
baked by bakers. The com¬ 
position is 'essentislly the 
same" as biscuits mada by 
Nabisco’! parent Christie Brown 
and Co. Ltd. for humans. 

Said the ruling: 

"In essence the fengrediHits 
of the dog biscuits are flour, 


mflk, salt, scsmsl tat, leaven¬ 
ing agents and a small quan¬ 
tity of meM for flavoring, all 
of which lngredifsits except the 
meat are to be found in most, if 
not all. of toe Christie Brown 
and Co. Ltd. biscuits. 

“Both the milk bone dog 
biscuits and the Christie Brown 
biscuits are marsrfarKured in 
die same manner, namely mix¬ 
ing the ingredients by machine, 
sheeting and cutting the biscuits 
by machine and baking in an 
oven at a certain temperature 
for a certain period of time.” 

That put the dog biscuits 
squarewithin the words of 
an exemption imder toe Ex¬ 
cise Tax Act, said the hoard.

mancy should be induced by "weaning" 
the plants, very gradually increasing 
the intervals between waterings and 
reducing the amount of water. Top- 
growth should not be cut down until it 
is dry and withered. 

Poor storage conditions can cause 
the bulbs to shrivel too. The safest way 
to store the bulbs during their resting 
period is to leave them in their pots 
of soil, at ordinary room temperatures 
—NOT in a cold basement—and to give 
each pot about half a cup of water once 
a month. The idea here is to give only 
Just enough to keep the bulb from los¬ 
ing all its natural moisture but not 
enough to start it into premature 


salt obtained from natural deposits in 
Chile, qnd contains 15 per cent nitrogen 
and 15 per rent potash. 

Saltpetre is a very powerful plant 
stimulant and is usually applied in 
solution, two level tabtcspoonfuls per 
gallon. It is useful for jolting lethargic 
plants into new growth after being 
■lowed down by cold weather, and for 
speeding up the opening of flower buds 
on slowpoke plants. 

Tlie Chilean potash nitrate, which is 
much cheaper than altpetre and not so 
readily dissolved in water, is used to 
correct potash deficiencies in soil, 
although In our part of the world it is 
more customary to use either sulphate 
of potash or muriate of potash for this 
purpose. The muriate form Is cheaper 
but it not as acceptable to roaes. and 
it tends to impart a soapy flavor to 
potatoes.

YELLOW WAX BFXL8 (A.J., Brent¬ 
wood) — From the excellent color 
photograph you lent me, I would say 
your mystery plant is probably Kiren- 
geshoma palmate. This is a hardy 
herbaoraux perennial from Japan grow¬ 
ing from two to four feet tall with 
attractive foliage and drooping, wax¬ 
like yellow flowers which give rise to 
its English nickname, yellow Wax Bells. 

The plant grows best in a spot where 
it can enjoy morning sunshine but 
where it will be shaded through the 
hottest part of the afternoon—the east 
side of the house is good. It requires 
plenty of moisture and a soil rich in 
humus, ideally leafmould. .

TOKYO—Aviation experts from Canada, Brit' 
ain and the U.S. were converging on Tokyo Satur¬ 
day night to sift through the wreckage of two jet 
airliners which crashed here within less than 24 
hours, taking a toll of 188 lives. 

Japanese had already launched preliminary 
investigations. 

And death still lingered over the scene of a 
Japanese airline crash in Tokyo Bay a month ago. 
A helicopter in the continuing search for bodies 
plunged into the bay Saturday, killing two of five 
crew members aboard. 

In the latest disaster, a British Boeing-707 jet 
carrying 124 persons—among them 90 Americans 
and one Canadian—broke up in the freakish air 
over Mount Fuji and fluttered like a leaf down to 
the mountain's wooded slopes. There were no sur¬ 
vivors.

Jubenville Needed 
Greenhorn Luck 


Workers were crowded tn 
ramshackle bunk houses with 
a pat-bellied stove which also 
gave the heal to dry dirty 
work clothes. 

Being careful on the job, 
waa the only safety rule. 

Mr. Jubenville said “I was 
lucky, I had a good hook- 
tender (woods boas I who 
painted the hazards out to me. 

Danger Clear 

“For a greenhorn like my¬ 
self the work In the woods 
was far mare dangerous than 
today, where organized safety 
programs remind workers 
constantly of the hazards." 

Poor safety conditions be¬ 
came painfully clear when his 
brother Jim was killed in a 


Shortly after he switched to 
a sawmill at Sooke. 

The rate of pay was 40 cents 
an hour and far the first time 
the 18-y ear-aid brushed with 
management. 

* “When the manager told me 
to do two jobs for tbe same 
pay I quit. 

Y Only Way 

“In those days that was the 
only way a worker could get 
satisfaction, if he felt he was 
not paid or treated properly," 
he said. 

Soon he landed a Job as a 
chakerman at 50 cents an 
hour at Leechtown near Vic¬ 
toria. 

Except tor the good food 
everything else was depress¬ 
ing. 


After a month's work as 
choherman with a steam skid- 
der ha was fired. 

“On this particular day I 
and two other chokermen 
could not get out of the way 
of a log to be pulled out. 

"The booktender yelled to 
the engineer to go a h ea d , but 
I yelled to stop. 

“Then the rigger took me 
aside and told me to pick up 
my cheque."

Mr. Jubenville said at that 
time the hooker, rigger, 
engineer and chaser were an 
s bonus system, one cent a 
log, but not the chokarmen.

“He said it was not my 
business, and I replied I was 
the shop steward. 

"For two days we struck 
snd the man was rehired.” 

As a faller he went from 
Sayward to Kelsey Bay. to 
Gordon River and finally 
found work with B.C. Faresl 
Products where he is one of 
the senior employees. 

His decision to enter union 
politics followed the coastal 
Woodworkers' settlement in 
1959 after a 10-week strike.

Rig for Arctic Development 


capacity rig. together with a re-supply of cement, 
drill pipe casing, logs and well-packing mud— 
a total o i 1.400 ton*. 

The round trip from the delta waa to taka 
Mare* week*. The complete journey, 3,880 milea 
down the Mackenzie River and along the Arctic 
coast to Colville and back upstream to the Hay 
River terminal, would occupy six weeks. 

jEarly in July, the first truckload* of drill rig 
equipment and supplies began to roll over the 
Omty Mackenzie Highway la the docks at Hay 
River. Day and night, they came. By rail ear, 
too, as the first trains commenced ta rumble over 
the rough grades of the n e w iy-constructed Great 
Slave Lake Railway. Round-the-clock acceptance 
was the order of the day at Northern's freight 
sheds. As each tandem-trailer, ail tanker nr ban- 
car pulled in, cranes, tractors, fork-lifts, cables 
and pulleys went brio action as the loads won 
transferred to the waiting steel bargas. 

Northern Transportation s barges ace 158 feet 
long, 39 I ret wide and 7 feet deep.

From myriad channels forming 
the patternless delta of the river, 
the silt-filled waters of the Mac¬ 
kenzie slip into the Arctic Ocean. 

These channels , narrow and 
sharp-turning , have deceptive ent¬ 
rances and exits , through which an 
inexperienced sailor can quickly 
lose his tvay. The river’s flat banks 
are densely covered with Unv-curi- 
ing willow bushes, straggly as an 
overtlue haircut. Not a bird or an 
animal in sight. Not a tree any¬ 
where. A lonesome place to get 
lost in. 

I sat In the wheelhouse of the 


open water, the barges are usually towed. A 
the taususg reaches at the river, tney are cabled 
together and pushed, three abreast, in a an 
barge tow. ,

Over on the ooast, a whits, balloon-like struc¬ 
ture hung low above the horizon- Approaching 
closer, it resolved into the radar scanner duma 
of one of the U.S. DEW sites. 

Forward movement, at times, was imper¬ 
ceptible. In one six-hour watch, we progressed 
four miles. Care bad to be taken that the ship's 
hull did not hit an ics floe still anchored to tha 
shallows near tbs shore. Hitting one of the ns 
would have meant disastar. 

The Ice floes presented an ever-changing pin- 
Cure of form and Iridescent color. The outlines 
of some, floes were more beautiful than man 
made sculptore. The oolori of the new lea 
changed with the slant of the sun from shades at 
pale green to dark blue, with overtones of rose 
tint and yallows 

The rotting ice of earlier years floated low 
kt the water, black, ugly and pock-marked wills 
saucer-like holes. The old whalers, trapped la 
earlier Icefields, used to get their drinking water 
from these bolts. After a lengthy period, tha 
sab from the frozen water strains to the bottom 
of the floss, and the nm-aff of melting top-ice, 
dripping into the holes, becomes drinkable. 

The' coastline to Colville River is flat, grey and 
monotonous. A few tiny streams drift slowly 
across the tundra to the sea. One sees derelict 
Eskimo cabins, the solitary tent of a migrant 
fisherman's family, a lonely erase at the head at 
a shallow grave, « cluster of caribou dashing 
along the shoreline in crazy movement, trying to 
•scape their worst summer enemy, the egg-laying 
warble fly. It Is a desolate land. Indeed. 

Reaching the mouth of the Colville River, 
sandbars and shallows slopped the Radium Dew. 
The tow was broken, and the barges lightered 
up the river by k smaller craft. 

Some 12 hours and 40 miles later, the barge* 
were safely snugged Into a tiny, but strong port¬ 
able steel dock at Pin go Beach. 


quisitivdy on the roof of a drill rig dog-house. 
Finding nothing, he soon took off. 

Occasionally a clutch of dilapidated, aban¬ 
doned tog cabins showed against the sky line 
of the towering hanks, llii vibrant throb of the 
ship's engines was the only sound over the tong, 
silent stretches of the quiet land, the churning 
wash of the propellers, the only motion which 
disturbed the slowly moving river. 

Betow Tununuk, the trees gave way to 
smaller trees, which In turn gave way to buahas. 
These, too, shrivelled and toat themselves in the 
marshy grow t h of the delta lowlands. The warmth 
df the river changed to a chill Arctic air. Signs 
of the ocean tides appeared. White patches 
showed in sheltered spots on the shore line. 
"Leftover ice pushed up by the spring break-up,” 
explained Capt. Brink! e. ''Sitting on the perma¬ 
frost, it*U stay there ’til freeze-up.” 

We rendezvoused at the delta with the Ra¬ 
dium Dew. 

Wasting no time, Capt Gay hooked up Ids 
barges and passed through a small channel into 
the open sea, bound for Colville River, 400 miles 
away. 

Westward, on the second day, we ran Into 
foe. Thin bits at first, then larger and thicker 
pieces as we slowly crept and crunched ahead on 
th* ocean Journey to the Alaskan river mouth. 

The tow was short-coupled for easier handling 
through the ice fields. It followed in the ship's 
wash like a wide out-size freight train. 

The route taken kept the two close to the flat 
share line. A solid pack of ice, stretching beyond 
the northern horizon, gave us protection from tht 
Arctic wtods. 

We picked our way westward slowly, care¬ 
fully, through the broken ice pans and floes 
which filled our path ahead. In front of us. and 
as far as the binoculars could see, a high, im¬ 
penetrable wall of ice barred our way. But It 
was a mirage. As we reached forward to it, the 
menace receded. 
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cut off. 
puzzled. 

“It's those shoes, 
off-watch crew men sleeping betow. Your heels hit 
the deck like cracked bells ringing. Disturbs the 
boys. They won't like It” 

I went betow and changed to slippers'. 

Towards evening, and some 70 miles north of 
Norman Wells, the tow passed safely through the 
awesome stretch of the Sans Sault Rapids. This 
exceedingly treacherous, wide band of tumbling 
rocky ledges, lies hidden from the approaching 
traveller by a high jutting headland. 

Before it. the river la Cowing serenely oo, 
then takes a sudden, sharp turn to the right A 
first sight of this raging torrent stops ooe's 
breath. Not without cause. It Is known as the 
earner graveyard. Many are the wsuspecting 
Uvea lost here One American couple, whose ad¬ 
venturous son tost his life in them, put up a 
large sign, as a memorial, warning canoers to bug 
the left bank to escape the unseen danger. 

It was marvellous to watch our native pitot 
slip the six barge tow through the weaving 
channel whieft runs diagonally across the rapids. 
Literally, there were only inches to spare. 

Forty miles further, the river changed. It 
grew silent, became narrow and deep as it passed 
between the high cliffs known as The Ramparts, 
at whose northern end sat the trading post of 
Fort Good Hope. Quiet and strong, the water* 
now ran oily smooth past the towering cliffs. 

The remaining miles to the delta were a bit 
of an anti-climax after the rapids and the ram¬ 
parts. In the long 200-mile stretch between Fort 
Good Hope and Arctic Red River, there waa 
nothing. Once a raven flew out and settled in¬ 
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story and pictures

Overlooking the trifling differ* 
ence of opinion mdicsOed by the 
two authorities quoted , such cold 
statements invite the rejoimert

Statistics can do fittle for an enthu¬ 
siastic river like the Skeena which is so 
ful] of life that it keeps the road builders 
guessing and the ferrymen in a constant 
■tale of agitation. It bears along huge lag 
rafts and the Indian's dugout canoe. It un¬ 
dermines forest giants eight feet in tfia- 
meter and atrews them along the shore of 
the estuary. Hie salmon that annually bat¬ 
tle their way upstream are taken In the 
Indians' nets and end up sBt open, drying 
on racks In the smokehouses of the vil¬ 
lages. In these villages totem poles stil 
stand — and fan. 

Once a famous arttat came to the Skeena. 
It was to the days when the natives did not wd> 
ooma white people to their village*, and chased 
aotne away wkh Sweats and fare* Emily Carr 
«*me to paint toe totems She seas not afraid.

Today, March 6,1966, is red letter day for Anglicans in the Gordon Head district. 
This afternoon the Most Reverend Harold E. Sexton, Metropolitan of the Episcopate of 
British Columbia, will journey to their area to dedicate to the service of God the newly- 
completed St. Dunstan’s Church, first permanent edifice of this branch of the Christian 
fellowship to be erected in this district. 


Twice a year they had a spree . . . they

St. Dunstan's ... the name teas 
chosen by the congregation from a 
list of six submitted to them, and 
though it could as likely have been 
St. Wilfred's, St. Alfred's, St. Ed¬ 
mund's that he could be dedicating 
todays one wonders how much the 
acknowledged psychological power 
of “asstwiation of ideas" had to do 
with the votes of some of those 
who selected the name St. Dun - 
stan's for the church to be erected 
on land that was for 60 years the 
home of the pioneer Dunnett 
family? 

Perhaps some, perhaps none, but 
nevertheless this association (hypothetical 
though it may be) does serve to recall a 
household in which was ever to be found 
that loving-kindness that is a vital part of 
the teachings of the Christian church. 


early 1920. when that rector of St Luke's who 
waa later to become Bishop Wells \A (he Cariboo 
held micj-week services in the Got den Head Hall, 
then at the brow of Tyndall HJU. 

By the 1950s St. Luke's, already mice en¬ 
larged, once more became too small (or its con¬ 
gregation and it was deckled this time to relieve 
the pressure by establishing a mission church at 
Gordon Head.

When m history gut history? That's easy— 
■tin it is a legend. And there are s surprising 
■umber of legends floating around that moat of 
m accept as true, until something starts us chg- 
fing deeper. 

Take the founding at St. Andrew's Minion Is 
the Comax Valley, which, to the surprise ri many, 
arietorated its centenary h 1*64. Those of Os Is- 
tares led in the history of the valley accepted at 
Sane value the statement in the booklet. My fifty 
Tears in the Coraoa Valley, writton by Eric Dun- 
eaa. Mr. Duncan, writer and philosopher, has al¬ 
ways been considered the (rarffirtal historian af 
fee area. The statement reads: “The great 
majority at the first settler* were English—end 
af course Anglicans; so when Bishop mils ac¬ 
quired the land in 1866, they set to work and 
■reeled a small log church . . 

But Rev. W. J. Lswnjr when rummaging 
flaisigli cbnfc r oflnh , ittamivred that the 


miorian was actually begin* in ISM Probably the 
IMS retar* to the tone the land was turned over 
to the Synod. According to the memoirs of Canon 
J. B Good/now in the Archives, ft was a home¬ 
steading deal. He writes of pre-mi pt to g whaf he 
eaBs Id a c res of "die efcoiced and man) central 
part at the aettlemmf.” Thu was oa June 21, 
1864. Alter causing to be erected a “rustic church 
and oabtn" enclosed by some rough fencing, he 
applied to the government for s certificate of 
improvement.

Bui the point which Mr. Duncan overlooked is 
that Rev. Good was accompanied an this visit of 
June 21 by Rev. Henry Press 'Wright, the Brat 
Archdeacon of Goltanhto. Now Archdeacon Weight 
kwas nothing In stature by not being identified 
with this project, far he was a man of many and 
varied aetdevemeots, blit It la aa honor for the

Archdeacon Wright was boro in India on Dec. 
I. 1816, aa Ms fattier was paymaster of the 59th 
Regiment which was then stationed there As a 
boy. Henry looked forward to a Me of travel and 
adventure which he certainly got Bui ha 
develop'd Into a man of many parts, for betides 
baoomioK a clergyman with a sincere, though

University, he became fast friends with George 
Hills, who later became the first Bishop of

Surely, I thought, they didn’t special¬ 
ise in taking pictures of the dear departed 
in their eoffins and then framing them. 

The*, I remembered the enlarged 
photographs that used to hang in every 
Victorian home. Having disponed of the 
mortal remains, the funeral parlor was pre¬ 
pared to frame photographs to keep their 
memory green in the eyes of the living. 

Having recovered from (be Shock I west on to 
other things. Victoria and New W< iitmlrntoa were 
the important centre* In those day* Vancouver 
was only SO yean old but had already attained a 
population at 4,000. Judging from the ffluatra- 
tauM lumbering was the main industry bat there 
Whs also a cannery at GngM Bay. The okiaeoa 
were very proud of the new addition to the 
Vancouver Hotel the third ulnae the m%tn ai hotel 
was built 19 year* before.

Like Vf stable* estoded to 
many pasta at Victoria and the touriat-lade n b ig 
wheel taltytna were ■ familiar sight in Victoria.

I wonder it It wm*n t considered decorou* tor 
women to a limb aboard. So far as I know the 
Capita! Stable* nan by Cameron Broa. is the 
only one that has survived to the present Asy 
under the firm name of C A C. Taxi Ov. 
Cameron and Caldwell. 

Wine* and liquors were for sale in every 
grocery More and Ptther and Lriarr were among 
the main i mposters. Mr. asid Mr*. Ixike Ptther 
lived next door to our family at 1236 Yates Street 
for many year s and had one of the ftrat 
aulomobfia* in Victoria. Mr. and Mr*. Max Leiaer 
lived farther down Yale* Street in a big houaa 
later occupied by the A. Hamburger family. Whew 
the Lriaer* lived there they uard to keep chicken* 
to toe back y ar d and fed them table senspa.' A 
member of a large family who lived back of them 
aasd they used to wiah sometimes they could have 


tooae toy*. A1 sorts of article* www being 
manufactured here from furniture to brick* to 
overalls to soap but the paper deplored the fact 
that thane wa* a a horr ag f of local pndtry and 
eggs and producing them would be a apiantod 
opportunity for someone. 

Funtoure was mamtoctured by Wetter Broa. 
and J. Sehl The Wetter Wharf stood on James 
Bay krit of the old wooden bfidge and the name 
could be aeen there long after toe ca u seway sms 
put to and the Empress Hotel built. The old 
butting tontty rtoa in vivid when the Empress 
Laundry was bulk but theto show room on 
Goverranant Street still stand* occupied now by 
George 8 b*J t h add On. 

There were three brick yards an Do u g l a s 
Street — the Vfeaocfe Brick Oo. managed by J. P. 
EMard toe Baker Broa. Brick Co and the M 
Humber Brick Yard. The writer of toe article 
sagely opined tout they were all there because 
there was a plentiful supply at brick day to the 
area! Aa a result many Victoria buildings were 
built of brick and hence the lawn escaped tot 
dkaabmaa fires that da va st s t ed an many of toe 
new western towns. 

One ad that intrigued me wae about Narco — 
“The World ■ Most Wonderful Soap” a liquid 
detergent that "will wash ever y t h ing." I had 
thought liquid deter**** were a by product at to* 
Second World War and was ntonkhed to find it 
being manufactured to Victoria 60 yean ago. I 
wonder what became of R? 

The Pendray'a Saap Works near the Outer 
Wharf kept Victoria aupptted with WMto'9wan 
soap for many yea** and tta near n ri g hbor the 
Bapoo Paint Qx to atifi very much a pari of the 
local scene. T!»* Victoria Chemical Ck>. prottocer 
of ehemioal fertilizers wna a near neighbor and 
ane had bo hold one’* noae when pawing It 
baaauae of toe stro ng nmeil of sulphur.

, An educated guess would assume that at 
acxne time “Fiery Jack" had followed CWumtom* 
example and tried to get a loan for exploration 
purpose* but Good Queen Bess, unlike Queen 
Isabella of Spain, was in no mind to part with her 
Jewel*. 

Another fascinating tidbit of htotory waa that 
James Dunsmuir later beulenani-govemor of 
B.C„ was bom at Fort Vancouver to Washington 
and that Lieut. Ulysees S. Grant, then stationed 
there wMh hi* regiment stood godfather to the 
child. Victoria wa* a small place at the back end 
of nowhere but there always teemed to be aome 
thread* tying her to world event*. 

One establishment that wa* given nnnaitfcii 
able space and numerous Blurt rations m Fred 
Landsberg’s Indian store and museum on Jotwwoa 
Street. He spent years jounaevina tn> and (km 
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flw court i M of time* by canoe baying Iodlwi 
hWu and searching the woods fear deserted 
riBagea. Tbs amallpax epkianfea Of 9MB 
bad reduced the Indian population by two-ttarcfe. 

Through the yean he accumulated tiuuaandg 
•I masks, Oiilket blankets, totem palm, banks*, 
deaerated paddles, headgear and all typos of 
jn^lT» workmanship, mostly Haida. He sold 
liwo l collections to American mi wots ns.' Whan 
Urn Prince of Wales visited here he was taken to 
■ee Ms museum and was presented wMi a osugfe 
of examples of Haida head gear. Art exp e rts said 
that while the designs were grotesque the 
workmanship was as good as that of soy 
European nation. The article also said that Mr. 
T aw klu 11 had collected legends and storire and 
Mended to have them published. I wonder If 
soyone knows if he ever prepared such a book 
and if it still exists — or what became of bH his 
Indian retire. What a priceless acquisition they 
would have been for our new museum. It Is to be 
hoped that the government isn’t afeorMgMed 
enough to let the priceless argellite collection of 
D. McAllister of Victoria slip through h» Hngc n 
hi toe same way. 

A number of hotels were advertised, the 
Drlard being the most important and the 
Dominion second. The Balmoral the Vernon and 
toe Victoria were also mentioned moat of them 
pictured with their horse-drawn buses out to 
front.

Going farther up-Isiand my eye was caught 
by a picture of the Tyee Smelter at Ladywnkh, 
tor I had ttved fear a number of yeans within a 
short distance of It — or rather — where it used 
to be for H had long since burned to the ground. 
Up to five years ago a number of ore care were 
■•ill wand tog an the rails where they had been 
toft when the smelter closed Awn. 

The shipment of ooal from the Dunamuir 
mines, legging by T. Elford’s Ladysmith Lumber 
and Shingle mills and copper smelting were the 
town's chief industries. Some of the stumps that 
had to be removed to make way for the Trans- 
Camda highway show the size of the trees tost 
eoee grew to the area. The copper came from ML 
Stoker and toe coal from WeHtogtoo and 
Fbrttomkm . For a time, Ladysmith was a eery 
prosperous place. Then the timber accessible in 
those Bays gave out, the copper and coal mines 
ware exhausted, leaving nothing but huge dumps 
■f copper stoig and coal slack along toe 
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ehawplee.

Wrong Canadian Flag 
Led Victoria’s First 
Dominion Day Parade

The ffht Dominion Dmy for the 
province of Brithh Columbia teas 
celebrated in Victoria while still a 
Crown colony. Nearly three weeks 
before the actual day of union with 
the Dominion of Canada the citi- 
sens decided teas the day to cele¬ 
brate and anyway it would be on 
the tame day m the meter prov¬ 
inces, July I, 1871 . Just to make 
it m little different the parade was 
headed by the wrong Canadian 
flog! 

No sooner had the union of the 
CokmisB of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia been accomplished than the 
cUsinr began for some form of union with 
the real of Canada. The gentleman who 
play* the most prominent part ia this 
story of the wrong ffeg, Dr> Israel Wood 
Powell, seemed to Are the first gun. 

1m toe June IT, Wfl.- edition af TW OoMil 
this Start story sppeered: "<X*r Bias — The first 
flag of tor Dominica wMeti ha* retched tfcfc coart 
‘ bmiw i» the possesstao of Dr. PoweM yesterday. 
It to Sic Blue E nSm or flag of »e Dnsntoton 
Navy. It conatot* of a btae Held with the Unton 
Jock m the upper left hand oecner end toe arms 
of the Dominion la toe lower half of ttoe fleM.” 

Canadians in general have had a OH of flag 
debates in recant Non but K to tatorerting to 
find, oontrary to the statements of some 
[nlitototow during »he recent debate, the official 
flae of toe Damxdon at the time af Oonfederatirei. 
1867, was tl»e Rad Eaai«n What to more M warn t 
rammed down the throats of the four jxovtocas. 

From the Public AroH'vea of Canada came 
extract* from Canadian Illustrated News of May 
fi. 1871. which clearly defin.-a the Provincial Arms 
and Dominion Flags. The item, la fuM. to a* 
fodowa: 

"There appeare to exist among the Canadian 
pubtoc such a very gener a l misapprehension aa to 
the troe nature and character of the flags 
assigned to the Domauon that we have been 
tnduead to prakioc In our pages tUustrattons of 
the principal ensigns set apart for use in this 
country, accompanied by * abort explanation and 
description at each, founded on toformatton drawn 
from the highest offi cia l sources. This misappfe- 
hanadon appears to be due to toouriect 
inform a Son su p pli e d by a oertatot portion af the 
press of this country, tor which the po w er s that 
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be can to no way be responsible. Thus we notice 
that a paragraph Iws for some time past been 
‘going the founds,' in which it is set tor* that the 
Flag o# the Dominion Navy is *a blue flag with St. 
Andrew's aroes, and the arms of the Dominion 
the centre af the cross.' This to entirely incorrect, 
the navy flag, or Blue Ensign, as It to usually 
termed, having no cross of any kiad about it, and 
const*ting merely at a blue ground, with the 
Union Jack ha the upper left-hand corner, and the 
arms at the Demount: hi the lower half of the 
field. 

"In aider to obtain a thorough and correct 
idee of the various Canadian flags It Is first neces¬ 
sary to be acquainted with the arms of the four 
Provinces which formed the Dom Brian at the time 
at die (sane of Her Majesty's warrant These are, 
aa everymm knows. Ontario. Quebec, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick to each nf which, by the 
Royal Warrant Issued to September, 1868. were 
assigned, 'for the greater honor and distinction at 
the said Provinces, certnia Armorial &Mi g n a ,' aa 
follows: 

"For the Province of Ontario. — Vart. a sprig 
of tree leaves at maple dipped. Orr on a chief, 

, Argent, the Cross of St. George 

"For the Province of Quebec — Or, on a less 
Gules, between two Fleur de Lis, Aw*re. and a 
sprig of three leaves of maple. Vert, in base, a 
Lien paoaant-gaitfant, Or. 

"Fbr the Province of Nova Scotia. — Or, on ■ 
fom Wavy, Azure, between three Thistiaa Proper, 
a Salmon noiant, Argent 

"For the Province at New Bnmswftck — Or, 
an wave* a Lymphiad. or Ancient Galley, wHh 
oars to action. Proper; on a chief. Gules, a Lion 
paasant-gardant. Or 

M Ad of these ar m orial bearing* water, either 
combined or separately, into the composition of 

the Canadian flags 

‘The Dominkm Arms consist at pronent at the 
todeWto at the tour Provinces, quartered in the 

order named above, viz: -r Ontario. Quebec. 
Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick; but it is only 
reasonable to expect that they wtU. before tong, 
be further supplemented with the shields of 
Manitoba aari British Oblumbia. No provtotore 
having been made for the representation of these 
two Provinces in the armorial bearing* of 
Canada, the flag* set apart for the use at this 
country number at present seven, being, the Red 
Ensign, the Blue Ensign, the Flag of the 
Governor-General, and the distinctive flag* of the 
four leu tenant-governors to which, no doubt, two 
wil be added, one for the lieu tenant-go v ernor of 
Manitoba, and another for the lieutenant-governor 
of British Cbtumbto, shortly after the admission 
of the latter P rovin c e toto the Quito;deration 

"The first flag that demands our attention to 
the flag of the Governor-General of Canada, 
which to as follows- - On a white field, a St. 
George'* Cross (red!, witii the Union Jack in the 
upper left-hand corner, and. on the centre of the 


cross (he arms of the Dominion surrounded by a 
wreath af maple leave*, and surmoiaited by a 
Crown 

•The flags of the lieutenant- g o v ernors re¬ 
semble that of the Govpmor-General in every 
way. except that the Provincial arms take the 
place of the Dominion arms to the centre of the 
cross. 

"The Blue Ensign, or flag of the Dombrion 
Navy, consist* at a blue field, with the Union 
Jack to the upper left-hand corner, and the arms 
M the Dominion, wreathed and crowned aa before. 
In the lower left of the field, about halfway 
between the edge of the Union Jack and the 
outward, or right-ha fit! edge of the flag. It rfxxild 
be borne to mind that this flag to intended tor the 
exclusive use of government vessels or marine 
police — its uae by any other than authorized 
persons being illegal. The reason for the 
restriction to evident, aa were ordinary merchant 
and fishing vessels to fly this ensign it would be 
impossible to distinguish them from the cratoert 
engaged in the protection of the Fisheries. 

“The Red Fnrigs. or flag at the Domtatoo 
proper, is for general uae. and " ••'hies the Blue 
Ensign in detail, the eslar of the field alone being 
different." 


■ri why M (he Rto Km 
T Haw did « arrive 
af Dr. Pawed? 
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It appeare that this esteemed gentleman was 
a warm friend of Sir John A. Macdonald and, as 
a member of a United Empire loyalist family he 
had Hone mock to ch ange the attitude wt the 
ootontot* toward acceptance of Cbrdederrttan Aa 
a matter of fact Sc hof ield, in his History at 
Brttl* Columbia, devote s quite some att en tion to 
the part tty awn played. The good d oc tor had 
h ew e v i r run into somewhat of a hornet s ’ neat ia 
the early stages and ia his bid for election to the 
Colonial Legislative body of that day be was 
defeated. This was iwdoubtedly because af his 
championing the cause of Onofede ration The year 
was 1886 and the subject was moat unpopular on 
Vancouver Island. The issue was struts,! it

A short time ago came a letter 
from retired VBC professor F. G. 
C. Wood, native of Victoria, from 
his winter home in Laguna Beach , 
Calif. He had been reading a fairly 
recent autobiography by Viscount 
Churchill , in which the author 
noted he had married the daughter 
of a man who had been prominent 
In politics in British Columbia, and 
who had married'-a naval officer 
she had met at Esquimalt.

Chrtol Church Cathedral had been prettily 
decorated with white carnations, ferns, dknbers 
and *t reamer* of white ribbon, which hid the 
altar and railing and formed a canopy over die 
bridal party.

‘ man, Lieut Mi aria wore the red laffvm of the 
Marines. “ the bride entered the oafitedral on

tha salon took toe h crs ro by toe bridles, and 
cheering, led the stay to Burdett House, toe la s si e 
at Mir. and Mrs. Beaven.” 

11 a Orioarit gave tha detrito of the efcgme trf 
the bridal entourage. “The bride’s ooafeme w*s a 
very handsome one of K ory white duoh e saa sarin, 
ebaftod with Bmasifa lace, and toe bod to e 
trknmed wMi chtifcn. The red of rid T torsfi k 
laos waa oauttot up with sprays of mange 
blossoms. She carr ie d a bouquet at sweet peas, 
and wore a gold braided bracelet, the gift of toe 
bride g ro o m. 

"Mbs* Crewe wore a pretty »uw of whMe 
and figured organdie, with narrow black velvet 
saali, and brilliant buckles. a picture hat of blank 
chiffon, bned wkh pale gr ee n . 

"The Misses Dunsmuk-. daughters at Hon.

She wm at a dan at Government House: 
**—tqma nfc of 350 guests w ere most agreeably 
euteriakied by Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs 
DesNtosy, the Occasion being a,‘OtadereHa 1 party, 
wlfich, incidentally. marked tor* first wa v e r w a y 
of Mr. Dwdnpy's acceptance of this pit anil high 
office.” 

There was another Government House bat. 
sad Miss Beaven was there. The Co last *f noting 
the mansion “never appeared to better advantage 
than, when filled with toe beauty, wealth and 
fashion of the court province — to al about 301 


fades and r* n dwnta graced the occasion with 
their presence, and made the drawing room ant 
ballroom muaioal with their soft laughter, 
enjoying their tete-a-tetes on half-forgotten nook 
and corners. and whispering merry nonsense to 
the fragrant conservatories . , . the magnificent 
string band at HMS Wanphs fumaahrd entr an t- 
tog music 

‘The supper tables presented a picture to 
themselves, ghweitog with stiver sad crystal, and 
loaded down with afi the dehcactas and 
substantiate that go to make a first-class append 
— st 2 a.m. the rattle of home-going carriages 
mingled with the music of toe bs&rxxn." 

There was. in these yean, another party, 
murii smaller and more exclusive and there ws 
fkid Kathleen Beaven: “The Admiral's retidencs 
prevented a very hiritisnt appearance, the horns 
It from top to bottom and the spacious grounds 
gay with many colored Chinese lanterns. It was 
the 'coming-out' ball of Mias Fetherstonhaugh — 
A Antral Palliser's niece — and it certainly was 
aa charming an affair as heart could wish. . . 

Immrifcately after her marriage. Ka thl e e n 
and her husband left for England I do not fans 
whether or mm the ever retimed here. Her 
parents died within a year of each other, her 
mother to 1919 and her father to 1920. to the 
house they built at Vancouver and ColUnsoai 
Burdett House being oc c upied at that time by tos 
Christian Brothers at I rel a nd . 

Viscount ChurcMI notes to Ids autobiography 
tost Kathleen wm left a wfctow. wMi a daughter, 
when her husband gave Mb life for Mb country, 
going d own with his ship at toe Battle of Jutland. 

Mrs. EBU then became a very close friend of 
his notoer'a. the tint Vlaoountes* ChurcMS. It 
wm his mother, he writes, who asked him to 
ma*ey Kathleen, though aha waa 30 yean his 
s enior. He said toe request wm absurd, but that 
he wm aot af toe tone totoktog of mcarytog 
an yone etoe, and so to please Ms mother he 
married Kathleen to 1911. on the 15th of July 

kraageiy the weddtog waa not mentioned to 
The London Tknes until Sept 30, 1916. and then it 
said only: “Marriage at Chpt Victor Spencer — It 
fa —wired tost toe, marriage took pine* 
reoentiy at Edgewars. of Chpt The Hon. Victor 
Spenocr, son and hek- at toe first Vtocount 
ChurcMI. to Mrs. Efifa, widow of Capt St a nley 
Venn-Elba. RV. Viscountess Churchill waa 
pnasent.” 

In 1933 Capt. Spencer received the tide 
Vtocount Churchill an the d eath of h>s father, and 
Kathleen Beaven became a Viscountess, hi 1M, 
in Ml cart regalia, toe attended, in Westminster 
Abbey, toe coronation Of 'King George VI and 
Queen EScabeth. 

to 1944 toe toed at her home to Bath. 
Viscount Churchill writing to Ms book that aha 
took her cam life. The coron at io n robes were sent 
to Hokrti. by the Visco un t e s s ' sister-in-law, (ho 
fatp Mrs Hugo Beaven of Victoria, who wm Ada 
Pemberton, daughter of Joseph Deipard Pember¬ 
ton. She gave the robes to the govemmsut. and 
they see now on view to a glass caw to the 
provin gs! archives. 

In 1949 Vtocount Churchill married a second 
time, but was left a widower a few yean later. 
He fa now an Amertewi citizen, living to 
Cafatarato, and will be 76 next August. He fa a 
granefaan of Queen Victoria, and was page-tn- 
waking to King Edwanl Vm. Ms mother havbc 
been Verena Maud Lowthsr, daughter of the thtod 
Earl cf Lonsdale. He fa a dfatant relation to the 
Winston ChurahiH family. 

The Viscount writes Ms memoirs in a vivid, 
penetrating aiyle. with dead-pan humor, an) ■ 
proper sense of ridiculous situations Hfa book fa 
mori entertaining neadtog, and we are grateful to 
him for having told us muck of what we fad mt 
hitherto known of the bea u ti fu l daughter of a «*• 
time Premier at Britfah Cblumbia and Mayor at 
Victoria 

And I am grateful to Professor Wood for 
teMng me about this book, and to the Qwa 
family far never havtog thrown away wedding 
tovtiatkn. 
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
